Fifteen hundred Bepublicacs from all 


parts of the state are in the city. Never 
before v>as there such enthusiasm at a 
political gathering in this city. 


The great struggle between the McEin- 


ley and ISradley forces is clearly drawn 
and to be bitterly fought. This internal 
strife threatens the Republican party 'n 
Kentucky today unless one side proves to 
have a decided majority with the strength 
of predominance. 


Dr. Wm. Hunter, the recent Republican 


candidate for senator, is the leader of the 
McKinley 
forces 
and 
arrived 
this 


morning. With Mayor Todd of this city 
he is busy preparing to fight on the floor 
of the convention the Bradley state for 
temporary organization. 


The A. P. A's. are rampart in the con- 


vention and are fighting McKinley tooth 
and nail. They have gone so far as to 
have present today Judge Stevens of Mis- 
souri, C. P. Johnson of Illinois and Senior 
of New York, members of the national A. 
P. A. advisory board, who are making a 
man to man canvass of the delegates, ex- 
erting every influence against McKinley. 


The Bradley men deny that they are in 


alliance with the A. P. A's. 


The convention was called to order at 2 


o'clock in the Auditorium. Nothing be- 
yond organization was attempted this 
afternoon. A recess till evening gave the 
committee on credentials time to report. 
There are several hot contests for seats 
between the Bradley and McKinley men. 


Tne Bradleyites today seom certain of a 


working majority of the convention. The 
platform will probably declare for high 
protection, reciprocity and an unequivo- 
cal gold standard.

Dr. Parkhurst, in The Ladies' Homa 


Journal, says relative to college athletics: 
It is therefore encouraging that our schools- 
and col logos are making physical oultura 
obligatory, und the encouragement lies 
less in what suoh institutions have nl4 
ready done in the way of cultivating thu 
body than it (toes in tbeir making it part 
of academic confession of faith that a man 
can never altogether get over being an ani- 
mal, 
that there is no inconsistency be- 


tween intelligence and dust, and that the 
more a man wants to make of himself In 
the upper strata of human possibility the 
more careful lie must be to keep in whole- 
some condition of repair the platform of 
tissue itud blood corpuscle, into which, as 
so much bud into so much slock, later un- 
foldings are inseparably kiilt. 


I should be sorry to have this interpret- 


ed as an approval of all or nearly all of 
wbnt passes, under tho name of college 
athletics. It is <me thing to train the body 
for the sake of the man and it is another 
thing to train I/be body for the sake of the 
body. I regret that there is so much ten- 
dency among college authorities to shape 
tho physical curriculum to the end of pro- 
ducing physical experts—football, baseball, 
rowing match professionals. 
That kind 


of thing is a craze at present, and It is a 
pity that among our college presidents and 
professors so many have so far succumbed 
to the mania as to be willing to indorse it 
as a form of advertisement and as a draw- 
ing card.

Bridges to be Repaired Here. 


The Fitchburg railroad bridge gang is 


now in tbia city and will be here six 
or eight weeks, its work being to repair 
the railroad bridge near the depot and 
those over the Boston and Albany road 
and over Ashland and South Church 
streets. Quite extensive repairs are to be 
made on the bridge near the depot. Con- 
siderable new iron is to be put on and it 
will be necessary to drive piles and build 
a trestle to support trains while the work 
on the bridg* is in progress. 


The gang consitts of twelve men in 


charge of E. N. Frizzell of Greenfteld, 
who has charge of all the bridge work on 
the Fitchburg railroad and its branches, 
doing all of the iron work and some of 
tho wood work. Mr. Frizzell has had a 
large experience in this kind of work, he 
having been engaged in it for seventeen 
yearn, and for the last thirteen years he 
has been employed by the Fitehburg 
railroad. 


Bow the Men Live. 


The workmen live in cars, in which 


they travel from place to place as their 
services are needed, and which make 
them a very comfortable home while en- 
gaged at their work. Three cars are oc- 
cupied, one as a cooking and dining car, 
one for the storage of tools and supplies 
and one as a sleeping car. In one end of 
the dining car is the foreman's office and 
sleeping room. This car is well fitted for 
the use to which it is put. 
It contains a 


range and pantry at one end, a long din- 
ing table stands in the middle and at the 
end is the foreman's headquarters, heated 
in cold weather by a good coal stove. 
The car Is supplied with a sink and all 
ordinary kitchen conveniences and is 
kept very neat and tidy by the cook, 
George Palen of Still water, N. Y., who 
also serves as steward, buying all the pro- 
visions. 


The Living Arrangements, 


The railroad company equips the cars 


and pays the cook for his services, and the 
men pay for the provisions. In this way 
they are able to live well and cheaply and 
with much less trouble and botheration 
than formerly, when they lived at board- 
ing houses. One great advantage is that 
tbeir home is always close to their work 
and they have better fare at much less 
cost than the average boarding house af- 
fords. At the beginning of the week a 
sum of money is placed in the hands of 
the cook, who supplies the table for the 
week. Then a balance is struck and if the 
expense has exceeded the amount advanc- 
ed the deficit is made up, and if there is 
any balance unused it is divided pro rata 
among the men. The only cost to the 
men is for the raw material, even the fuel 
being furnished by the railroad company, 
and the average cost of living in this way 
is $2 per week for each man. The very 
best of provisions are bought and the table 
is entirely satisfactory at all times under 
the management of Mr. Palen, who gives 
excellent satisfactory in his department, 
conducting it in a manner that gives no 
cause for fault finding. 


Sleeping- and Tool Car*. 


The sleeping car is supplied with good 


mattresses on springs. The railroad com- 
pany furnishes the mattresses, but each 
man has to supply his own bedding. The 
bedsteads are made of heavy iron piping 
and extend lengthwise along either side 
of the car. 


The tool car is equipped with a work- 


bench, two portable forges, and an abund- 
ance of crowbars, jackscrews, ropes and 
tools of the various kinds used on bridge 
work. 


The System. 


This mode of caring for its workmen 


was adopted by the Fitchburg company 
about ten years ago and has proved very 
satisfactory both to the company and the 
men. 
All of the traveling gangs, such as 


the carpenters, painters, stonemasons, 
etc., are now provided for in this manner. 
Sometimes the work of the men is miles 
from any town, but with this system it 
makes no difference, as their home is on 
wheels and can be side-tracked at any 
point. 


Another advantage of this system is 


that the men are more apt to be on their 
good behavior. The cheapness of living 
encourages and helps them to save their 
earnings, and as the home of one is the 
home of all no undesirable characters are 
tolerated, and the consequence is that the 
gangs are composed of clean, steady and 
reliable men. By making extra time dur- 
ing the week many of them are able to 
spend Sunday at their homes, and those 
who desire to do this are provided with 
passes by the company, which is certainly 
to be commended for dealing with its 
men in such a liberal and accommodating 
way. It is no wonder that under these 
conditions the men, from the foreman 
down, pronounce the Fitchburg company 
"a good company to work for." 


r»e» the "Ticker." 


Mr. Frizzell understands the use of the 


"ticker" and has an instrument on his 
table in the car. When he is at work at a 
distance from a station he connects with 
the telegraph line and this ii in direct 
communication with the officials of the 
road. The telegraph is also used some- 
times for running trains over a single 
track when the Work at any point neces- 
sitates it. Mr. Frizzell never learned tel- 
egraphy in the regular way, but thinking 
it would be useful In his busineet he 
'picked it up" on his own account and 
has by practice become a very proficient 
operator. 


Know* hl» Btuinew. 


Mr. Frizzell is a quiet and unpretentious 


man, but he understands railroad bridge 
tvork in all its bearings aqd is a very care- 
ful, faithful and trusty man, a* might be 
inferred from the length of time ha baa 


been in the service of the Fitehburg com- 
pany. His position involves a responsibil- 
ity that cannot be appreciated by one un- 
familiar with such wo»k. To overhaul 
and strengthen bridges and to replace o!d 
bridges with new ones v> ithout interfering 
in the least with the passage of trains is a 
work that calls for judgment, skill and 
nerve. 


Henvy Knclnps. 


The heavy engines which the Fitchburg 


company is now running necessitate extra 
work on the bridges all along the line. 
More repairing has to be dcue than for- 
merly and it is found necessary to 
strengthen many bridges which were suf 
ficiently solid for the engines formerly 
used. 


Work on the bridge near the depot will 


begin in a few days.

NEW YORK'S 25,000 WAITERS. 


»»me of Their Unions—Waiters From the' 


Swim Canton of TJclno. 


Mc-fe numerous than the United States 


irniy Is permitted by law to be, the wait- 
ers c.t Now York city and its vicinity are 
Jnoro than 25,000 strong. There are seven 
organizations of waiters, and, practically 
on the same lines of division, seven groups 
or subdivisions of Now York waiters. Tho 
Magnolia association consists ot mco em- 
ployed In tho large down town restau- 
rants and has from :iOO to 100 members. It 
Is the largest of the waiters' organizations 
and pecuniarily the most substantial. It 
includes a larger number of American 
born waiters than any other. The German 
Waiters' union is made up chiefly of down 
town dinner waiters, who are also employ- 
ed eroiilngs at concert halls and balls. 
They number 300 members. Tho Herbert 
association of colored waiters has about 
100 members, who work In up town res- 
taurants chiefly. 
For some reason which 


is not very clear colored waiters are much 
less In dumuiid in Now York than in oth- 
er American cities. In Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Unltlmore, Chicago, St. Louis and 
Cincinnati colored waiters arc regarded as 
the most capable and trustworthy, but in 
Now iork city, however, they seem to ba 
less in favor. The Liberty Walters' alli- 
ance is au organization having at present 
a membership of 300, recruited from tho 
ranks of those who are employed in east 
side coffee houses, though the larger pro- 
portion of coffee house waiters are women. 
In addition to these there is still another 
organization known as tho Germania Wait- 
ers' Protecth G association, made up of 
down town dinner and ball waiters, with 
• membership of 200.

The Geneva Society of HotelXTniters 1» 


BD organization which numbers 359 and . 
maintains Its own clubhouse. Members of , 
this society are employed in up towa ho- 
tels. Nearly all of them aro Gorman or 
Swiss, and a majority of tho hitter ara 
from the canton of Tloiuo or Tcssln.

from this part of Switzerland ia accepted, 
the chili/eil world o\or, as belonging to 
the Hist class. 


The Uelmonico family came originally 


from Ticitio, and so did many othor ros- 
taurant nml hotel keepers and chefs. Wait- 
ers from this putt of Switzerland speak 
French with greater fluency than accura- 
cy, unil they aro known very generally in 
the Inrgu liotols and big restaurants by tho 
generic name of French waiters, though 
in a majority of casos thoy havo never been 
in Franco aud, in fact, know much less 
about it than about Italy or Germany. 


Tho S3'stcm of organization which pre- 


vails among the veritable French waiters 
in New York is not based upon the idea of 
the labor union, but it is managed by cer- : 
tain recognized saloon keepers, who act an 
brokers or employment agents for cooks, ' 
walturs and cooks' assistants. In tho ron* 
of each saloon they maintain au intelli- 
gence office, whoro there ore always to bl 
found, day or night, unemployed cooks ol 
waiters ready for horvioo.—New York Sun.

THEIR LOSSES HEAVY 


Details of the Fierce Battle Near 


Leohuza, Cuba. 


THE SPANIARDS ADMIT DEFEAT 


Attacked by a Large Body of Insurgent* 


Under Maceo — Completely Routed, 


They Take Shelter on a Forti- 


fied Plantation. 


Havana, April 15.—Further details of 


the engagement near Lechuza between 
the Alfonso XIII. batalliou under com- 
mand of Cirt. Dobos, and the insurgents 
under Maceo, show that the Spanish 
column occupied two hours in advanc- 
ing train Mariel to the point where it 
met the main body of insurgents. The 
retreat to the San Clandio estate, 
which is some distance west of Mariel, 
occupied seven hours. On their retreat 
the troops were exposed to a constant 
fire from the rebels in their rear and 
were frequently compelled to form 
squares to resist the charges of the 
enemy. It was necessary to use cannon 
to open a way for the retreat of the 
vanguard. 
The wounded Spaniards 


were embarked upon a schooner under 
the fire of the Alerta. According to 
the military authorities here, Col. 
Sanchez Echevarria, who had received 
orders to act in combination with Col. 
Debos and Gen. Inclan, failed to arrive 
in time to assist the other bodies of 
Spanish troops. The authorities say 
that had he arrived in time Maceo's 
force would have been badly whipped. 
Col. Echevarra has been relieved of his 
command and ordered to appear for 
trial before a court martial. 


Col. Debos* Report. 


Col. Debos reports that his battalion, 


in combination with other bodies of 
Spanish troops, left Mariel, in the 
province of Pinar del Rio, for the pur- 
pose of giving the enemy battle. They 
met the advance guard of the insur- 
gents, consisting ol a force of 200 cav- 
alry, who opened fire upon the govern- 
ment column. The Spaniards continued 
their march toward Lechuza, although 
opposed at every step, and every ele- 
vation being occupied by them at the 
cost of a fight, Upon arriving in the 
vicinity of Lechuza thcjr found the in- 
surgents gathered in strong force, and 
the rebels made an attempt to sur- 
round the Spanish column. The Span- 
ish troops fought with great despera- 
,tion against heavy odds, says Debos, 
but were defeated with losses of many 
killed and wounded. Divining the in- 
tention of the enemy to encircle his 
column , Col. Debos ordered a retreat. 
The Spanish column retired to the San 
Claudio estate on the north coast, 
where the troops fortified themselves, 
awaiting the arrival of other govern- 
ment columns. 


Spaniards Protected by a Gnnboat. 


Gen. 
Inclan arrived with his column 


very opportunely, and the troops un- 
der Col. Debos were also protected by 
the gunboat Alerta, which kept the 
enemy at bay. Col. Debos estimates 
that the forces of the insurgents who 
charged upon his command numbered 
5.000 men. The official report says 
that the losses of the enemy must have 
been very great, as many men were 
seen to fall before the fire of the Span- 
ish troops. The government column, 
according to the official report, lost 
four men killed and one officer and 
thirteen soldiers wounded, but the fact 
is, that the government losses were 
very heavy, the details being withheld 
by the authorities. A civilian who 
volunteered to carry the news of the 
predicament of the government column 
to the nearest fort ran the gauntlet of 
the rebel fire and was compelled to 
jump into the water twice to save him- 
self. Gen. Inclan reported that upon 
his arrival at Col. Debos' camp he com- 
pelled Gen. Maceo to retreat from San 
Claudio. 


Insurgents Attack Workmen, 


A band of rebels attacked a number 


of laborers who were employed in cut- 
ting sugar cane on the Constencia 
estate. 
The guerrillas who were 


guarding the estate went to the aid of 
the laborers, and in the fighting that 
ensued four of the guards and seven 
workmen were killed. 
Four men 


were woxinded. The rebel loss is un- 
known. 
The colonel of the Luzon 


battalion reports an engagement be- 
tween his command and a rebel force 
between Kodriga and Amara in the 
province of Santa Clara. The rebel 
loss, according to the report, was 
twenty-one killed, while only two 
troops ware wounded.

V. Reed, commander ol the navy yard 
at Portsmouth, N. H,, whose peculiar 
status as a naval officer is now pending 
in the senate for settlement, and who 
reached Washington yesterday, will 
remain here a week awaiting the ac- 
tion of the senate and the consequent 
course of the navy department. Capt. 
Reed stands at the head of the list of 
captains, but his examination for pro- 
motion to the rank of commodore de- 
veloped accusations that he was not 
qualified for advancement. President 
Cleveland recently sent Capt. ReerV* 
nomination for the higher rank t<5 the 
senate, with a nroviso that should it be 
confirmed, Capt. Eeed would be given 
a year's sea duty to test his qualifica- 
tions, promotion or retirement to fol- 
low according to whether the test was 
satisfactory or unsatisfactory. It is 
rumored at the navy department that 
if the senate agrees to the president's 
proposition by confirming Capt. Reed, 
he will be assigned to the command of 
the cruiser San Francisco, now on the 
European station. 


COAST DEFENSES.

tions and coast defense bill which was 
passed without division and practically 
without debate yesterday by the house 
carries specific appropriations amount- 
ing to 85,842,337, and authority is 
given to the secretary of war to make 
contracts involving the further ex- 
penditure of $5,542,276, making 
the 


total authorized expenditure in the 
bill 511,384,013.

Arrest of Burmuda Officers Don's 


Worry the Cubans. 


WILL BE TRIED IS HEW YORE CIH 


Their Cases To Be Transferred to the 


United States Court There—Prelimi- 


nary Hearing at Philadel- 


phia To-day. 


Philadelphia, April 15.—In Cuban 


circles in this city the action of the 
Spanish representative here in institu- 
ting criminal proceedings against the 
owner and officers of the steamer Ber- 
muda for an alleged violation of the 
neutrality law in carrying war sup- 
plies to th« insurgents is given little 
thought. Mr. Hart, the owner of the 
Bermuda, will be arraigned again this 
afternoon when the case will be trans- 
ferred to the United States district 
court in New York. Captain O'Brien 
and his mates came over from New 
York and they will be arraigned with 
Mr. Hart and all will undoubtedly be 
held for trial. The information upon 
which the warrants were sworn out 
was made by Jose Congosto, the Span- 
ish consul at this port. Dr. Congosto 
is said to have received the evidence 
upon %vhich he made the information 
from six or eight of the seamen of the 
Bermuda, who are said to bo dissatis- 
fied with the treatment they received 
on the voyage, and are probably taking 
this method to avenge themselves. 
When Mr. >IIart was arraigned last 
evening no evidence was taken. As- 
sistant District Attorney F.alston ap- 
peared for the commonwealth and 
asked that Mr. Hart be bouivl over for 
further hearing1 this afternuj ' Mr. 
Ralston suggested that Mr. Hart'b VK> il 
be ilxed at ?10.000. Capt. W. W. Kerr, 
counsel for Mr. Hai't, characterized 
the request as outrageous, as Mr. Hart 
is a reputable citizen. The commis- 
sioner then held him in $500 bail. The 
defense was ready to fight strenuously 
any attempt to'have the cases tried in 
the United States court here. Capt. 
Kerr contends that under the recent 
ruling of Judge Butler in the Horsa 
case, arraignment at the bar in this 
district would be tantamount to con- 
viction. The government made no ob- 
jection to the cases being transferred 
to New York. The accused have no 
fear of their acquittal under the rul- 
ings of the New York court. This is 
the second time Mr. Hart has been ar- 
rested on the charge of filibustering, 
and it was only a day or so ago, as was 
mentioned at the time in these dis- 
patches, that he was acquitted in New 
York, 


FREE AFTER FIFTEEN YEARS. 


John Somers, Once Sentenced to Death, 


Paroled by New Jersey Pardon Board.

of pardons has paroled John Somers, 
who murdered a man named Mussey in 
Atlantic City sixteen years ago. Somers 
was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged, but the sentence was subse- 
quently commuted to imprisonment 
for life. The G. A. R. have interested 
themselves in his case, and it is due to 
their efforts that Somers goes free. 
They contended that his crime was 
homicide at the worst and that the 
fifteen years he had served in prison 
was sufficient punishment.
